H. An agreement with the YWCA of Lincoln for care coordination using the wraparound
process for youth, ages 10-18 years old, who have severe emotional disorders and
who are in or at risk of becoming involved with the juvenile justice system.  Term of
the agreement is from July 1, 2004 to June 30, 2005.  The County will pay up to
$42,428 for the services.  (C-04-0277)

I. An agreement with Cedars Youth Services for behavioral health services to youth who
are wards of the State of Nebraska Health and Human Services Southeastern Service
area and who reside in Lancaster County.  Term of the agreement is July 1, 2004 to
June 30, 2005.

J. An agreement with Healthy Families Project for strength-based, child and family
centered, culturally competent and community-based mentoring and support to
parents whose children are enrolled in the system of care.

K. An interlocal agreement with the State of Nebraska Probation Administration for
electronic monitoring of up to 28 juveniles and two probation officers to supervise
juveniles who are ordered by the Separate Juvenile Court of Lancaster County to pre-
adjudication or predisposition monitoring during home detention.  Term of the
agreement is from July 1, 2004 to June 30, 2005.  The County will pay up to $98,494
for the services.  (C-04-0280)

L. An agreement with Kissel/E & S Associates for legislative and lobbying services to the
County, beginning November 1, 2004 and ending October 31, 2006.  The County will
pay $48,000 for the first year and $48,000 for the second year.  (C-04-0281)

M. An interlocal agreement with York County for the safekeeping, care and sustenance of
juveniles while at the Juvenile Detention Center.  Lancaster County will be reimbursed
$213 per youth, per day from York County.  The agreement is effective upon
execution and has a 30 day termination provision.  (C-04-0283)

N. An agreement with Great Plains Appraisal to provide referees to hear valuation
protests and transmit to the Lancaster County Board of Equalization all papers relating
to such protests, together with written findings and recommendations.  Great Plains
Appraisal will provide the services of Richard Keith, Wayne Kubert, Cay Lacey, Tom
Kubert, Mickey Tuttle, Tim Johns, Mark Stanard, Bill Lange and Shana Sprackling.  The
County will pay from $25 per hour for clerical support to 80 per hour for referees.
